WORLD'S FAIR GROUNDS, CHICAGO, 


Hay 9.—The climax in electricity'* up- 
ward march through the nineteenth 
century was reached last Bight when 
the World's fair buildings and grounds 
were illuminated in honor of the 
first "open evening" of the exposi- 
tion. 
The whiteness of the build- 


ings gave added luster to the rays from 
the million or more lights in the grand 
plaza, while the golden statues of'The 
Republic" and "Diana," upon which 
the light from the west end of Admin- 
istration plaza poured in 
blinding 


showers, sent back a happy response, 
which blended harmoniously with the 
whole. The different buildings were 
illuminated to a certain extent, but 
the Administration building, being on 
the west, and the peristyle on the east, 
inclosing the grand court of honor, 
held the multitude spellbound and 
easily carried off the honors for the 
night 


The crowds began to arrive early, all 


the rail and steamer routes bringing 
immense numbers 
By the time dark- 


ness had settled over the White City, 
fully 20,000 people were on the scene, 
the crowd being augmented later by 
probably 8,000 
Adminstration build- 


ing- was the first to be electrified and 
its beautiful exterior from base to tip 
of dome was filled with rows of incan- 
descent lights 
At the base of its dome 


thiee blazing torches, on bronze stands 
were ranged equidistant around its cir- 
cumference, adding much to its splen- 
did appearance. 
The peristyle soon 


added its row of lights and this was 
the signal for the triple row of arc 
lamps along either side of the lagoon 
to lend their aid, and in an instant 
they 
were 
sending 
bright 
rays 


across 
the 
waterway completing 


the 
band 
encircling 
the 
grand 


plaza 
The main lagoon lay under 


the sheen of the thousands of lights 
like a great mirror. The arc and peri- 
style lights formed its gilded frame, 
and around the sides about a foot from 
the water's edge a row of electric bulbs 
lent the added beauty of a golden bevel 
to the splendid plate. Its surface was 
dotted here and there with »electrtc 
launches and bright gondolas. Qaily- 
bedecked gondoliers stood on the stem 
and stern of their craft, and as their 
oars slipped silently in and out of the 
water, and thefr bodies swayed to and 
fro, 
the romantic-looking boats and 


their oarsmen formed a novel sight out 
in the sparkling basin, disappearing a 
moment later as they passed under the 
shadow of a bridge. 


Powerful search lights on top of the 


Manufactures and Agricultural build- 
ings and Music hall bi ought out new 
beauties on the scene for the benefit of 
the 
spectators. 
The three search 


lights were then, by preco Icfcrted 
bignals, concentrated upon thj mag- 
nificent MocMonnies fountain situ- 
ated in front of the Administration 
building. 
The marble figures were 


rendered immaculate in an instant, and 
the glare falling full and powerful 
upon the handsome women at the oars 
and in the seat of honor, sent new c*az- 
cling rays of crystal purity down and 
across the silvery lagoon. 


When, shortly after 10 o'clock, the 


currents were turned off, a sigh went 
up from thousands of hearts, and dark- 
ness put an end to a scene of splendor 
such as was probably never before pre- 
sented to human e^es 
Thousands of 


visitors swarmed into Administration 
building soon as they reached the il- 
Inminated portion of the park to v,ie\v 
the beautiful dome studded with hun- 
dreds of incandescent lights which 
gleamed like diamonds. The few seats 
which lined the walls of the rotunda 
were eagerly taken possession of, while 
many of the women came on roller 
chairs or occupied camp-stools. No- 
body cared to remain in the heart of 
the illuminated grounds for any length 
of time for fear of losing some feature 
of the opening night. 


The magnificent terraces and prom- 


enades which lead to the ground basin 
in front of Administration building 
were the favorite places for the crowds, 
chieny because of the general expec- 
tation that the electrical 
fountains 


would be in operation, and this vfas 
the only real disappointment of the 
evening, but in the splendors was hardly 
missed 


When 
Michael Prind's orchestra 


from Cincinnati began to pour forth 
melody upon the scene of splendor 
there was a rush of people to the south 
side of Music hall, where the mu- 
sicians were stationed under a cluster 
of arc lighta. The south side of Ma- 
chinery hail was an attractive place 
for those people who knew where the 
steam and electric power was generated 
to provide the Illumination.

The bank has turned over to the Equit- 
able Trust Co , of this city, bills re- 
ceivable to the face value of tU7,000 
to secure deposits at its World's fair 
branch amounting to (104,000.

He cannot 
get an increase of force, and possibly be 
will soon be forced to cot down the 
routes lu order that the 8-hour rale may 
not be vu>l«t»dj Yesterday the Bpring- 
rtald Journal printed tha following in 
referenoe lo the out in the free delivery 
service there: 


Beginning with to-day deliveries "of 


mail will henceforth be made only within 
the corporate limits of the oity. After 
experimenting the poatoffioe authorities 
have decided that thia ia the only way in 
which the requirements of the eight-boor 
law can be met. The present carrying 
force is too small by about four men to 
cover the territory heretofore covered 
and still keep withjn the eight-boor 
limit, and all petitions tor an increase in 
the force allowed by the government 
have been withoat avail. It will go. 
very hard with tbo» in the suburbs who 
have been having their mail delivered 
daily, and abont the only remedy there is 
for them Is to decide upon annexation 
and then tho force would in all proba- 
bility be enlarged to meet the increased 
damand for carriers.

Breeders' Gazette: Since the middle 


of April Illinois farmers have done litile 
but wait for the "c'oada to roll by" and 
for the temperature to assume a normal 
range. Thousands of wheat fields in 
southern Illinois and Indiana have been, 
or will be plowed up and pot into oats 
or corn. Practically all tha oats are op 
and looking well and the acreage will be 
immense. Afewurly birds snooeaded 
in getting a little corn into the ground, 
bat will probably find their seed has 
rotted for their pains. Illinois agents 
report that much clover baa been winter- 
killed, but meadows generally an look- 
ing well and the bay crop will doubtless 
be heavy. The reoent cold snap did 
considerable damage to trait on the low- 
land? Stock cattle and cows are now 
showing the effects of the cold, wet 
spring, bat are worth more money thin 
a year ago, and with a little sun to 
sweeten up tne pastures would soon 
"round to" in goto condition. Oompar- 
paratively few cattle are on foil feed. 
Sheep-shearing baa began and Hooks are 
as a rule in good shape. They are more 
numerous than tor many yean past. 
Hogs are still '-oat of eight" both in 
price and numbers. They are decidedly 
scarce in most sections and hot one 
county (Li Balle) report* a satisfactory 
pig crop. That swine are goicc to be 
high throughout the entire eeasoa seem a 
inevitable.
